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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to Applicant's assertion, Ogushi indeed 
discloses the limitations of claim 40. Ogushi discloses a LAN 109 for connecting the equipment 106, in order to communicate with a host 
computer 107, that serves as a monitor apparatus (column 3, lines 23-28), thereby indeed communicating status information, including 
component source information (i.e., host computer 107 determines the status of the respective equipment 106, in each of the 
production/user factories 102 to 104). Since the production/user factories 102 to 104 may belong to different manufactures, the 
component source information is indeed communicated (column 3, lines 17-22). Further, Ogushi communicates the component source 
information directly to a first party wherein such information is used to the benefit of a second party (i.e., communication between host 
computer 107 and host computer 108, which serves as the management apparatus for a vendor 101, column 3, lines 29-33). For at least 
these reasons, the application is not in condition for allowance. 
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
